Hi Linda, Annie first tested item 12/2/2009. She tested 1 of 8 bags which resulted in a net 

weight of .23 grams of Heroin. The sample was resubmitted 4/14/10 so that the remaining bags could be 
tested. Annie completed this analysis 4/28/10. The net weight of Heroin in the eight bags was 2.08 grams 
of Heroin. 

The sample was resubmitted 3/14/12 so that Kate C. could retest. She reported a net weight of 1.86 grams 

for the 8 bags. This is slightly less than Annie's determination, but this is because some sample was 

used up in the first and second testing. 

Item was tested by Annie 12/02/09. It was Heroin with a net weight of 12.60 grams. The sample 

was resubmitted and retested by Kate and found to be Heroin with a net weight of 12.56 grams. If you have 

any other questions, call me at 6629.
